Takin g the position th at it 
can n ot requ ire a u tility to con ­ 
tin u e in operation when it m u st 
in cu r a heav y loss, the commis­ 
sion has con sisten tly gran ted 
the application s of the in teru r- 
ban compan ies to cease serv ice.

TOWNSHIPS IN COUNTY 


In respon se to a petition pre­ 
sen ted by a n u m ber of An derson 
town ship tax pay ers last week re­ 
qu estin g a redu ction in school 
teachers’ salaries of th a t town ­ 
ship, Pau l Dau ben speck, tru stee, 
has stated th a t the teachers in 
the Milroy grade schools were 
paid the lowest salaries possible 
accordin g to law, both last y ear 
an d at the presen t time, an d are 
the lowest paid in the cou n ty in 
this respect. High school teach­ 
ers’ salaries at Milroy are also 
n ot as high as those paid in some 
town ships n the cou n ty , accord­ 
in g to Mr. Dau ben speck. 
Tru stee Dau ben speck also said 
th a t the per capita cost of An ­ 
derson town ship school was $94, 
the lowest in the cou n ty , an d 
ran gin g abou t $25 less th an the 
others, for the edu cation of each 
child goin g to school in An der­ 
son town ship. 
It was poin ted ou t by the 
tru stee th a t the tax rate this 
y ear in An derson towmship is 26 
per cen t lower than last y ear an d 
is on e of the lowest rates in the 
cou n ty . The salary of the jan itor 
of the Milroy school bu ildin g was 
redu ced twen ty dollars a m on th 
Jan u ary 1, Mr. Dau ben speck said. 
Mr. Dau ben speck stated th a t 
he an d the members of the ad­ 
v isory board of th a t town ship 
last y ear paid $8 ,9 19 .42 in tax es 
on property assessed for $447,- 
660 an d th a t they are v itally in ­ 
terested in low tax es, an d th ^ t 
n o mon ey has been n or will be 
spen t for an y thin g th a t is n ot 
n ecessary to take care of the 
town ship bu sin ess an d property . 
The petition presen ted to the 
tru stee an d the adv isory board 
was said to hav e been sign ed by 
a large n u m ber of tax pay ers in 
the town ship.

W ashin gton , Feb. 9 — (A.P.) — 
To back u p the big an ti-hoardin g 
campaign n ow begin n in g Presi­ 
den t Hoov er is workin g ou t a 
specific plan of action for draw ­ 
in g hidden dollars back in to cir­ 
cu lation . 
Its n atu re so far is strictly se­ 
cret. Colon el Fran k Kn ox of C hi­ 
cago, n ation al leader of the an ti­ 
hoardin g organ ization , rev ealed 
ex isten ce of the presiden tial pro­ 
ject bu t said n othin g cou ld be 
told abou t it u n til it was “copper 
riv eted an d complete.” 
Kn ox is plan n in g a rapid cam ­ 
paign throu gh cou n try -wide or­ 
gan ized u n its to driv e home the 
idea th a t “each commu n ity m u st 
get behin d itself.” 
“We m u st con v in ce each in di­ 
v idu al th a t for his own selfish 
in terest he m u st hav e con fiden ce 
in his own in stitu tion s an d th a t 
the effect of withdrawin g mon ey 
from them resu lts in econ omic 
stran gu lation .” was the way he 
pu t the objectiv e. 
Already he has sen t ou t tele­ 
grams to obtain n am es of ag­ 
gressiv e men , well established in 
popu lar con fiden ce, to head each 
state committee. He plan n ed a ft­ 
er a fu rther con feren ce with Og­ 
den Mills today to hasten to Chi­ 
cago where he will establish 
headqu arters for the driv e. The 
heads of the n ation al organ iza­ 
tion s recen tly called in by Presi­ 
den t Hoov er will serv e as a cen ­ 
tral adv isory grou p. To illu strate 
his v iew of the problem, Kn ox 
said:

the American an d Germ an pro­ 
posals for lim itation of arm a­ 
men ts, both of which differed 
at m an y essen tial poin ts from 
the proposal of Fran ce, presen t­ 
ed last week by An drex Tardieu , 
Fren ch foreign m in ister. 
The American proposal pre­ 
sen ted by Ambassador Gibson , 
who was warmly applau ded by 
the delegates as he ascen ded the 
rostru m, con tain ed n in e poin ts. 
These in clu ded the prolon ga­ 
tion of the W ashin gton an d Lon ­ 
don n av al agreem en ts, fu rther 
redu ction of n av al arm am en t, 
abolition of su bmarin es an d pro­ 
motion of lan d disarm am en t by 
restrictin g 
tan ks 
an d 
mobile 
gu n s, discard of lethal gases an d 
warfare, protection 
prev en tion 
of 
bacteriological 
warfare, protection of civ il popu ­

Mrs. Ju dd is the secon d wom­ 
an con demn ed to the gallows by 
a ju ry in Arizon a.

So far, the pro ceedings o f the disarmament 
co nference at Genev a hav e hardly been o f a 
kind to make a believ er in wo rld peace giv e three 
lo u d cheers.

The reaso n lies fu r­ 
ther back — and is mo re distu rbing. The co n­ 
ferees are hav ing difficu lties, no t becau se inter­ 
natio nal affairs hav e taken a bad tu rn, bu t be­ 
cau se the wo rld at large, in try ing to get rid o f 
war, has tackled the jo b wro ng-end to . 
We are try ing to insu re wo rld peace witho u t 
giv ing u p the practices that lead to war. 
Internatio nal co -o peratio n, o n really impo r­ 
tant matters, is still little mo re than a dream. 
Each natio n co ntinu es to fo ster the o ld riv alries. 
Natio nalism is ex actly the so rt o f fo rce it was 
prio r to 1914. The co u rse that led to war in 1914 
is still being fo llo wed — and instead o f finding a 
new co u rse, we are try ing to persu ade o u rselv es 
that ev ery thing will be all right if o nly all hands 
will agree to redu ce armies and nav ies! 
And becau se we are try ing to do the jo b in 
that way , the delegates at Genev a are hav ing 
a heart-breakingly disco u raging time. 
It wo u ld be po ssible to start the jo b at the 
o ther end. If an ho nest effo rt co u ld be made to 
straighten o u t the map o f Eu ro pe; if attempts 
to get natio nal adv antages at the ex pense o f 
o ne’s neighbo rs co u ld be abando ned; if so me o f 
the damaging restrictio ns o n wo rld trade co u ld 
be remo v ed; if the “adv anced” natio ns co u ld 
fo rget their scramble fo r special priv ileges in 
Africa, China and elsewhere — if all o f tho se 
things co u ld be do ne, then disarmament wo u ld 
be simple. 
Bu t we hav en’t do ne them and we hav en’t 
tried to ; and. in co nsequ ence, o u r attempts to 
get a respectable disarmament treaty face v ery 
steep o dds. 


MAN-MADE DANGERS 
The Cu ban earthqu ake lu ckily tu rned o u t far 
less sev ere than early repo rts indicated. Still it 
was eno u gh o f a catastro phe to u nderline o nce 
mo re the fact that natu re, su ppo sedly “co n­ 
qu ered” by inv entiv e men who fly thro u gh the 
air and talk thro u gh space, can still be an u n­ 
predictable and terrify ing so u rce o f disaster. 
These reminders co me ev ery so o ften; earth­ 
qu akes, hu rricanes, cy clo nes, landslides, flo o ds 
and pestilences, striking thro u gh the flimsy de­ 
fenses o f civ ilizatio n and emphasizing man­ 
kind’s weakness when o ppo sed to u nco ntro llable 
natu ral fo rces. 
These are things that defy calcu latio n and 
make safegu ards lo o k fu tile. Ten millio n do l­ 
lars wo rth o f bu ildings in Santiago were kno cked 
do wn in a few minu tes; what had been a smiling 
and peacefu l city o ne mo ment was a dev astated 
place o f terro r and co nfu sio n the nex t. 
And y et, terrify ing as a thing o f this kind is, 
the really frightening part o f it all is that su ch 
natu ral calamities are, after all, the v ery least 
o f mankind’s wo rries no waday s. The earth may 
be shaky and insecu re, and the blu e skies may 
ho ld death-dealing sto rms that can be lo o sed 
witho u t warning, blit the thing that makes pes­ 
simists o f u s is the fact that we face o ther dan­ 
gers co mpared to which earthqu akes and to r­ 
nado es are hardly mo re impo rtant than so many 
pin pricks. And these greater dangers are dan­ 
gers we hav e created fo r o u rselv es. 
We are, these day s, mo re o r less in Ku blai 
Khan’s po sitio n; we hear ancestral v o ices pro ph­ 
esy ing war, to say no thing o f o ther dire po ssi­ 
bilities su ch as rev o lu tio n, eco no mic breakdo wn 
and a general co llapse o f civ ilizatio n; and we 
do no t seem mo re able to co pe with these dan­ 
gers than we do with the dangers o f fu tu re 
earthqu akes. 
Yet they are dangers that we o u rselv es hav e 
bro u ght into ex istence. They do no t co me fro m 
o bscu re natu ral fo rces that are bey o nd co ntro l; 
they co me fro m things that we hav e do ne and 
are do ing. Liv ing in a wo rld who se inanimate 
fo rces demand o u t best tho u ght and o u r greatest 
energy , we hav e so meho w raised o ther pro blems 
fo r o u rselv es that are infinitely greater.
